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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coated biaxially oriented films 
containing a multilayer polyester base layer comprising at least three coextruded polyester layers 
with the intermediate layer containing a polyester-soluble dye and wherein: (1) a resin layer 
containing metal oxide or metal-doped metal oxide particles; and (2) a hard coat layer; are 
present on opposite surfaces of the multilayer polyester base film. 

JP 2000-006345 and TAKEDA ET AL '613 and MASUDA f 438 and MASUDA '442 and 
NIIMI ET AL 753 and OTA ET AL '438 and SUZUKI ET AL '594 fail to disclose dye- 
containing multilayer polyester films having a coating layer containing metal oxide particles and 
a hard coat layer on opposing surfaces.
